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PREFACE 


The  number  of  young  children  in  this  County  continue 
to  increase  both  by  birth  and  immigration.  Attention  was  called 
to  this  last  year;  there  has  been  a further  increase  according 
to  the  Registrar  General ’s  estimate,  of  over  2,000.  Advice  to 
their  mothers  on  the  upbringing  of  those  children  by  a staff  of 
health  visitors  generally  below  an  establishment  fixed  some  years 
ago,  has  been  difficult  to  arrange  and  calls  for  considerable 
discrimination  as  to  the  pajanent  of  home  visits.  It  is 
essential  that  the  services  of  an  experienced  health  visitor 
should  bo  offered  to  all  who  may  be  in  need  of  them  but  the 
frequency  of  home  visits  has  to  be  very  carefully  considered. 

One  method  of  economy  in  time  has  been  the  establishment  of  more 
Child  Vifelfare  Centres  whose  growth  in  numbers  was  mentioned  in 
my  last  report.  The  number  was  further  increased  from  144  to 
151  and  a total  of  20,800  made  use  of  them  during  the  year  or 
38  per  cent,  of  the  estimated  number  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate,  as  I suggested  last  year 
might  occur,  has  slightly  increased,  but  as  pointed  out  in  the 
text,  appears  slightly  higher  than  it  would  have  been  if  late 
results  of  long  past  pregnancies  had  not  been  included. 

The  number  of  v^/omen  admitted  to  institutions  for  their 
confinements  increased  once  again  and  the  proportion  of 
admissions  to  total  registered  births  amounted  to  57.1  per  cent, 
as  against  52.1  per  cent,  in  1950.  This  trend  has  been 
creating  considerable  difficulties  in  the  arrangements  for 
domiciliary  midwifery  and  general  nursing.  The  policy  of 
employing  whole-time  midwives  in  the  more  urban  areas  has  had 
to  be  reconsidered,  and  on  the  31st  December,  1951,  there  were 
30  whole-time  midwives,  32  general  nurses  and  113  nurse  midwives 
as  against  35  midwives  in  1949,  31  general  nurses  and  115  nurse 
midwives. 

The  year  1951  started  with  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  influenza  which  was  luckily  milder  in  character 
than  in  some  parts  of  England.  Nevertheless  it  caused  an 
increased  number  of  deaths  comong  older  and  more  debilitated 
persons.  Notifications  of  pneumonia  increased  by  one  third 
in  1951.  Measles  also  had  its  usual  increase  in  incidence 
which  occurs  every  other  year.  I have  no  doubt  that  these 
influenced  the  increased  number  of  infant  deaths  from 
respiratory  diseases  and  gastroenteritis  which  caused  the 
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infant  mortality  rate  to  rise  from  its  record  figure  of  23.5 
to  25.6  per  thousand  births.  Poliomyelitis  was  less  in 
evidence  and  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  but 
notifications  of  paratyphoid  fever  wore  unusually  numerous 
owing  to  a scattered  outbreak  of  a mild  type.  The  notifications 
of  dysentery  are  always  unreliable  owing  to  the  mild  nature  of 
the  disease  caused  by  the  prevailing  organism  (Sh.  Sonnoi). 

The  outlook  for  the  future  with  regard  to  tuberculosis 
has  become  brighter,  the  infection  from  milk  is  much  less  and 
the  detection  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  improving. 

Until  all  sources  of  infection  are  discovered  at  an  early  stage, 
there  will  continue  to  be  an  increase  in  notifications  as  there 
are  numbers  of  persons  in  the  community  who  arc  infectious 
without  having  any  suspicion  of  being  so.  The  v^/aiting  list  for 
cases  in  need  of  treatment  in  Sanatoria  is  reduced  and  the  death 
rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  down  by  nearly  a third.  The 
response  of  the  public  to  the  offer  of  examination  by  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Units  which  pay  visits  in  the  County  from 
Bournemouth,  Portsmouth,  Southampton  and  Worcester  Park,  Surrey, 
has  been  encouraging  but  still  more  use  might  be  made  of  these 
facilities.  As  mentioned  in  this  report  a sustained  effort  is 
being  made  to  establish  Care  and  After-Care 'Committees  for  those 
afflicted  with  tuberculosis.  In  many  ways  those  Committees 
can  ameliorate  the  difficulties  arising  from  this  disease  and 
render  help  in  assisting  cure. 

During  1951  the  ambulance  arrangements  v/ere  modified 
so  that  greater  co-ordination  of  the  service  through  four  main 
sta.tions  could  bo  achieved.  The  full  implementation  of  this 
scheme  will  take  a little  time  since  building  work  is  involved. 

Pinally  I would'  draw  attention  to  the  Council's  efforts 
to  reduce  the  handicaps  resulting  from  serious  mental  incapacity. 
By  its  Occupation  Centres  the  majority  of  children  capable  of 
benefiting  from  ccotg  and  social  adaptation  arc  given  useful 
training  rendering  them  happier  and  relieving  v/hat  is  sometimes 
an  almost  intolerable  home  situation. 
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Tho  staffing  position  on  the  31st  Decenlor,  1951,  was 
as  sot  out  in  ny  Report  as  School  Medical  Officer,  v^/ith  the 
addition  of  the  following  Chest  Physicians,  who  hold  joint 
appointnents  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County 
Council

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The  population  of  the  County  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar -General  was,  in  mid  1951,  651,400  - Urban  Districts 
366,730,  Rural  Districts  284,670.  This  number  includes  non- 
ci Viliams . 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  higher  them  in  1950  but 
otherv^ise  is  as  low  as  it  has  ever  been.  The  increase  was 
due  to  a larger  number  of  deaths  from  the  respiratory  group  of 
diseases,  influenza,  and  gastroenteritis,  possibly  connected 
vath  the  outbreak  of  influenza  which  affected  this  County  in 
the  early  months  of  1951.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
illegitimate  rate  was  lower  than  the  legitimate.

In  one  of  the  cases  of  concealed  accidental 
haemorrhage,  toxaenia  was  suspected  as  a major  factor.  In 
both  cases  where  death  followed  abortion,  an  inquest  was  held 
and  a decision  reached  that  the  abortion  had  not  been 
procured . 


In  one  case  vjhoso  death  was  stated  on  the  death 
certificate  to  bo  attributed  to  chronic  nephritis  arising 
fror.1  toxaemia  due  to  pregnancy,  the  relevant  pregnancy 
occurred  26  years  ago.  In  another  case  the  toxaenia 
originated  from  a pregnancy  at  least  three  years  ago.  If 
these  two  cases  were  excluded  the  nnnber  of  maternal  deaths 
would  be  reduced  to  10  and  the  maternal  mortality  to  0.91.

(a)  Mother craft  Teaching 

Mothercraft  demons tr at  ions  and  lectures  v^ere  given 
during  1951  to  groups  of  20  girls  of  school  leaving  age  up 
to  the  end  of  June.  Since  then,  ov^ing  to  illness  and  shortage 
of  staff,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  continue.  Girls  from 
25  schools  attended  during  1951  and  the  number  of  sessions 
involved  was  69 . 

(b)  Home  Visiting 

In  1951  notifications  were  received  of  10,833  (10360) 
live  births.  First  visits  were  paid  by  Health  Visitors  to 
10865  (10949)  children  under  the  age  of  twelve  months,  and  a 
total  of  76,243  (80,000)  visits  to  children  between  the  ages 
of  1 to  5 years.  n total  of  11,415  visits  were  paid  to  other 
cases.  The  figures  in  brackets  relate  to  the  year  1950. 

(c)  Child  Welfare  Centres 

During  the  year  new  Centres  were  opened  at  Calshot, 
East  Meon,  Hill  Park  (Fareham) , Froxfield,  Hum,  and  Sholing 
East.  The  total  nuiabor  of  Centres  open  v;as  151.  The 
nur.iber  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  'on  the  books  of  the 
Centres  at  the  end  of  the  year  increased  from  6,055  to  6,728. 
During  the  year  a total  of  20,800  children  attended,  nearly 
8,000  more  than  in  1949. 

Day  Nursery  Provision 

During  the  year  a review  was  undertaken  of  the 
priority  cases  attending  the  Day  Nurseries,  and  as  a result 
it  v/as  found  that  the  number  of  such  cases  did  not  justify 
the  expense  of  continuing  the  Nurseries  at  indover  New  Street, 
Basingstoke  Saruia  Hill,  and  Petersfield.  The  New  Street 
Nursery  was  closed  on  the  15th  September  and  the  Sarum  Hill 
and  Petersfield  Nurseries  on  the  31st  August.  The 
remaining  12  Day  Nurseries,  providing  486  places,  have  been 
continued . 


Children  are  admitted' to  the  Nurseries  in  the 
following  order  of  preference 

1.  Children  whoso  mothers  are  obliged  to  v\/ork  as  sole 
or  main  supporter  of  the  family,  i.c.  unmarried  mothers 
and  widows, 'or  cases  where  the  husbaaid  is  unable  to 
follow  full-time  employment  on  account  of  ill-health. 

2.  Children  whose  mothers  are  ill  or  ane  unable,  for 
some  special  reason,  to  care  for  them  themselves. 

3.  Cases  of  overcrowded  or  unsuitable  hone  conditions, 
where  it  is  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  child  on 
health  grounds. 

If  any  children  are  adiaittod  who  do  not  come  within 
the  c.bove  groups,  it  is  on  the  understanding  that  the  child 
will  have  to  be  withdrawn  if  the  place  is  required  by  another 
child  with  a definite  rca.son  for  admission. 

Nurseries  quid  Child-Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  seven  persons 
registered  under  the  above  Act  conducting  nurseries  in  their 
own  hones.

Illefiitinate  Babies 


Notifications  were  received  of  369  illegitinate 
children  bom  in  the  County  during  the  year,  and  of  these, 
at  the  end  of  the  year  123  were  still  with  their  nothers, 

29  with  foster  mothers,  74  had  been  placed  v/ith  adopters 
or  had  gone  to  a Registered  Adoption  Society,  7 were  living 
apart  from  their  mothers  other  than  with  relatives,  106 
had  loft  the  County,  4 had  been  lost  trace  of,  and  9 had 
died;  17  had  become  legalised  by  the  marriage  of  their 
mothers . 


The  agreement  whereby  the  Count37-  Council  makes 
per  capita  grants  to  the  Church  of  England  Diocesan  Moral 
Welfare  Councils,  to  supplement  the  assessed  maintenance 
cost  per  case  and  the  amount  which  the  girls  themselves  are 
able  to  pay  from  their  National  Health  Insurance  benefit 
and  any  other  help  their  families  are  able  to  give,  continued 
during  the  year . 

Of  24  cases  where  unmarried  nothers  v/ere  confined 
in  Hostels  between  July  1950  and  March  1951,  ruid  where  the 
County  Council  gave  financial  assistance  to  a total  of 
£590.  8s.  7d,,  13  mothers  returned  to  their  home  either  to 
help  in  the  homo  or  to  go  to  daily  work.  Eive  girls  took 
up  living  in  domestic  posts  v^ith  their  babies,  one  is  in 
training  as  a mental  nurse,  another  is  a nursing  orderly  at 
a Sanatorium,  and  4 of  the  girls  married. 

Of  the  babies,  12  wore  adopted,  3 went  to  the  care 
of  foster  mothers,  and  1 to  a grandmother.  Seven  of  the 
babies  are  at  hone  with  their  mothers  and  one  is  in  a Church 
of  England  Hone.  The  follow-up  reports  received  from  the 
Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Councils  show  that  good  results  v/ere 
obtained  from  the  care  ajad  training  of  those  girls. 

During  the  year  1951,  the  Roman  Catholic  Hone  at 
Grayshott  admitted  86  cases;  the  Baptist  Home  at  Yate;3.ey 
took  63  cases,  and  St.  Bartholonev/ ^ s Home,  Winchester, 
admitted  S3  cases.

Of  the  504  babies  whose  weight  was  recorded,  it 
is  seen  that  434,  or  86. l/o,  survived  to  roach  the  age'of 
one  month,  which  is  an  improvement  on  previous  years. 


II . CARE  OF  MOTHERS 

Medical  Ante-Natal  Supervision  of  Expectant  Mothers 

The  tendency  for  this  to  be  given  by  general 
practitioners  at  their  own  surgeries  or  in  the  patients^ 
homes  has  continued,  and  during  the  year  the  number  of 
patients  seen  on  premises  owned  or  rented  by  the  County 
Council  diminished  from  2,704  to  2,439. 

A review  of  the  County  Council  Clinics  v/as  made 
and  the  matter  considered  by  the  Committee  in  March,  1951. 
Owing  largely  to  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  the  attondancos  at  most  of  the  Clinics  had 
been  falling  off  and  it  was  desired  to  ascertain  the  most 
economical  way  of  providing  adequate  medical  ante-natal 
supervision  under  the  altered  circumstances. 


It  was  docided  that  in  the  case  of  5 Clinics  where 
the  women  attending  v^ore  the  booked  cases  of  the  Medical 
Officer  in  charge,  and  where  the  Medical  Officers  expressed 
a preference  to  sec  thoir  patients  in  their  own  surgeries, 
the  Clinics  should  be  suspended  as  from  April. 

In  the  case  of  11  Clinics  women  attending  were  in 
the  majority  those  booked  by  the  doctors  but  the  Medical 
Officers  expressed  a desire  to  continue  to  use  the  Clinic 
premises  but  to  receive  no  sessional  fee  as  Medical  Officer. 
The  County  Council  continue  to  pay  the  rent  of  hired  Kalis 
or  to  put  the  County  Council  Health  Centres  at  the  disposal 
of  the  doctors. 

The  County  Council  Clinic  at  Alton  was  hitherto 
held  in  the  Invi/ood  Cottage  Hospital  but  the  four  Medical 
Officers,  who  vT/ere  seeing  their  own  booked  cases  at  the 
Clinic,  decided  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  to  see 
thoir  patients  at  the  Alton  G-enoral  Hospital  where  some  of 
them  might  be  admitted  for  confinement.  The  County  Council 
is  not  paying  any  rent,  nor  are  the  doctors  receiving  a 
sessional  fee, 

A similar  situation  arose  at  Gosport  v/here  the 
Clinic  had  been  held  at  the  Gosport  ?/ar  Memorial  Hospital. 
The  present  arrangement  is  for  a rota  of  five  doctors  to 
sec  patients  at  The  Blake  Mo.ternity  Hospital.  The  County 
Council  is  paying  a rent  for  this  purpose. 

At  8 Clinics  it  was  found  that  there  was  a 
reasonable  number  of  women  attending  who  ho.d  not  booked  a 
doctor  and  in  such  circumstances  the  Clinic  continues  as 
heretofore,  the  Medical  Officers  receiving  a sessional  fee 
from  the  County  Council.  Those  Clinics  are  at  Aldershot, 
Eastleigh,  Earoham,  Farnborough,  Hamblo,  Po:?tchester , 

Totton  and  West  End. 

The  Clinics  at  Alresford  and  Whitehill  continue 
with  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  in  charge. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  the  woman  who,  for 
some  reason,  has  not  booked  any  doctor  but  whose  medical 
examination  is  desired  by  the  midwife.  Whore  the  facts 
arc  brought  to  my  notice  beforehand,  and  approval  given, 
a fee  of  10s. 6d., per  excjnination  can  be  made  if  the 
exojaination  takes  place  a.t  a Clinic  where  the  Medical 
Officer  is  not  receiving  a sessional  foe.  No  request  for 
the  payment  of  this  fee  v;as  made  during  the  yea.r.

3,203  applications- were  received  for  admission  to 
maternity  beds  on  social  grounds.  Of  these  2,630  were 
recommended  and  accommodation  vaas  provided  in  all  but  22  of 
these  cases.  Confinonent  at  hone  was  possible  in  these  cases 
by  use  of  the  Home  Help  Service.  In  573  cases  investigation 
showed  that  (a)  home  confinement  could  be  arranged  if  a bed  in 
the  hospital  or  maternity  home  was  not  available  and  (b)  there 
was  every  convenience  for  domiciliary  confinement.  Beds  were 
provided  in  all  but  12  of  these  cases. 


III.  TREAT^IEUT  OF  MOIHERS  IND  YOUMG  CHILDREN 
Dental  Treatment 


The  arrangements  for  the  dental  treatment  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children  wore  continued 
during  1951  on  the  same  lines  as  those  after  the  5th  July, 

1948,  each  County  Dental  Officer  being  responsible  for  the 
treatment  of  the  patients  in  his  or  her  own  area  in  addition 
to  the  school  children,  and  facilities  of  the  School  Dental 
Service  were  used  for  their  treatment.  In  spite  of  'the 
shortage  of  County  Dental  Officers,  priority  has  been  given 
to  the  mothers  and  young  children  who  requested  treatment  and 
in  areas  which  were  vmthout  a Dental  Officer,  these  patients 
v;ere  dealt  vmth  by  a County  Dental  Officer  either  at  an 
Emergency  School  Denta.1  Clinic  or  the  nearest  convenient 
clinic  in  an  adjoining  area. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  v^ero  inspected  and 
treated  on  tlie  recomiiendation  of  Medical  "Of fi cers  of  Ante- 
Natal  Clinics,  general  medical  practitioners,  midwives  and 
health  visitors.  Complete  treatment  to  render  them 
dentally  fit  was  given  or  offered  and  when  for  varying  reasons 
the  treatment  of  expectrjit  mothers  could  not  be  completed 
before  confinement,  it  was  continued  as  soon  as  possible 
afterwards.  Dentures  v/ere  provided  for  all  patients  in  need 
of  them  and  were  supplied  under  contract  with  a private  firm 
of  dental  technicians. 


The  total  nuriber  of  expectant  and  nursing  nothers 
treated  showed  a sharp  decrease  to  under  half  that  of  the 
previous  year  and  the. fact  that  free  dentures  could  and  can 
only  be  obtained  through  the  Local  Health  Authority’s  Dental 
Service  has  not  resulted  in  the  anticipated  increase  in  the 
nunber  of  applicants  for  treatnent.  The  nujiber  of  cases 
referred  for  treatnent  still  renains  far  greater  in  those 
areas  where' an  iissistant  County  Medical  Officer  is  in  charge 
of  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  conpared  with  the  nunber  referred 
from  clinics  staffed  by  general  nedical  practitioners  who 
presunably  refer  the  najority  of  cases  to  dental  practitioners 
for  treatnent  under  the  National  Health  Service. 

This  Authority  has  no  apparatus  for  X -ray 
examinations  but  such  examinations  were  carried  out  for 
Dental  Officers  when  necessary  either  at  Hospitals  or  by 
private  dental  practitioners  according  to  the  facilities 
available . 

Two  Oral  Hygienists  were  appointed  by  this  Authority 
in  July  and  September , 1951,  to  work  in  the  Basingstoke  and 
Winchester  Clinics  respectively.  They  were  mainly  engaged 
with  the  treatnent  of  school  children  but  completed  scaling 
and  polishing  for  8 mothers  who  were  also  given  individual 
instruction  in  oral  hygiene. 

Children  under  five  years  of  ago  were  referred  to 
the  County~nental  Off icers "for  examination  by  Medical  Officers 
and  Health  Visitors  attending  Child  Welfare  Centres,  Toddlers 
Clinics  and  Day  Nurseries  and  by  health  visitors  when  home- 
visiting.  In  many  cases  the  parents  made  direct  application 
for  treatment.  The  actual  nui.iber  of  cases  shows  a small 
decrease  compared  with  last  year’s  attendances.

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RE-GROUPING  MD  DEVELOB'IMT  WORK 


The  fall  in  the  domiciliary  birth  rate,  and  increase 
in  general  nursing,  has  necessitated  further  adjustments,  and 
taking  the  County  as  a whole,  it  is  estimated  that  two  thirds 
of  the  time  of  the  staff  is  occupied  in  general  nursing,  and 
one  third  in  midwifery. 

In  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Health 
Committee  that  generalised  duties  (combining  Health  Visiting, 
School  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  General  Nursing)  should  be 
undertaken  as  opportunity  occurs  in  rural  areas,  by  suitable 
qualified  nurses  , a Queen’s  Nurse  Midwife  with  Health 
Visitor  Certificate  was  appointed  to 'Eordingbridge,  replacing 
a nurse  midwife,'  and  freeing  a whole -time  Health  Visitor  from 
a proportion  of  her  rural  duties  for  urgent  work  in  an  urban 
area.  One  nurse  nidv;ife  was  seconded  to  take  the  Health 
Visitor  training  in  Southampton  University,  with  a view  to 
appoin'tmont  a.s  a generalised  nurse  in  a rural  area  in  1952. 

Housing  provided  for  Nurses 

Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Authorities, 
13  council  houses  were  provided  for  the  use  of  nurses  and 
midwives  during  the  year. 

Transport  for  Nurses  and  Midwives 


At  the  31st  December,  1951,  136  County  cars  were  in 

use  : - 

122  by  nurses  and  midwives 
2 by  Superintendents 

12  as  sp.o.rc  cars  used  by  emergency  nurses 
and  when  cars  are  being  repaired. 

29  nurses  and  midwivos,  and  2 Superintendents  used  their  own 
cars  and  received  official  allowances. 

Joint  National  Cancer  Survey 

A Committee  of  the  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Fund  and 
Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing  requested  the 
co-operation  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  throughout  the^ 
country  in  a National  Survey  of  Cancer  patients  for  a period 
of  throe  months,  February  1st  to  April  30th,  1951. 

Q,uestionnairos  were  sent  to  all  nurses  engaged  in 
general  nursing,  and  as  a result  82  V\/ere  completed  in  respect 
of  patients  nursed  by  then.  The  questionnaire  was  designed 
to  procure  information  as  to  the  incidence  and  type  of  cancer 
cases  nursed  at  hone,  socia.1  conditions,  and  nursing  and 
welfare  needs  of  the  patients,  with  special  reference  to  the 
way  in  which  these  needs  are  being  net. 

The  information  obtained  has  now  been  incorporated 
in  a.  report  published  by  the  Joint  Na.tional  Cancer  Survey 
Committee,  who  ha.ve  expressed  warm  thanks  for  the  co-operation 
given . 

Educational  Ante-natal  Clinics 

Classes  for  the  instruction  of  expectant  mothers  in 
relaxation  and  exercises  were  continued  by  Dr.  Price  Hunt 
during  1951  at  Brambly’s  Grange  Health  Centre,  and  The 
Shrubbery  Maternity  Hone,  Basingstoke.  Midv/ives  in  the  area 
have  been  encouraged  to  attend  these  classes,  and  as  a result, 
a nidwives’  class  was  started  in  Odihan  in  October.  Another 
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midv^/ivGs’  class  is  in  process  at  Yctoloy,  and  reports  indicate 
that  these  courses  are  well  attended  and  appreciated. 

All  midwivos  in  the  Basingstoke  area  have  had 
opportunities  of  attending  Dr,  Hunt^s  classes,  vvith  a viev/  to 
using  this  teaching  in  their  ovra  practice.  It  is  hoped  to 
arrange  classes  in  other  parts  of  the  County,  so  that  all 
midwives  will  have  a.n  opportunity  of  learning  the  best  method 
of  instructing  their  patients. 

Registration  of  Nursing  Homes 

During  1951  six  private  Nursing  Homes  were  closed 
and  tv\/o  new  ones  v/ere  opened,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
there  were  52  Nursing  Homes  functioning,  these  having  645’ 
bods  of  which  80  were  sot  apart  for  maternity  cases.  The 
total  number  of  patients  admitted  to  those  52  Nursing  Homes 
during  the  year  vms  2,409.  of  which  514  were  maternity  cases. 

The  two  new  Nursing  Homos  catered  for  15  beds,  of 
which  one  was  for  maternity,  and  during  the  year  13  patients 
(l  maternity)  were  admitted. 

There  were  33  beds  in  the  six  Homes  closed,  of 
which  17  were  for  maternity,  and  during  the  year  101  patients 
(53  maternity)  were  admitted. 

Nurses  Act,  1943  - The  Nurses  Agencies  Regulations,  1945 

Two  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  1951;  one 
of  these  was  issued  to  Miss  Kite  of  ’’Angeno”,  St.  Clle’s  Hill 
Winchester,  who,  however,  employed  only  one  S.E.A.N.  nurse 
during  the  year.  ■ Mrs.  S,  Abraham  of  South  Pines,  Shorefield 
Crescent,  Milford-on-Sea , was  only  granted  a licence  at  the 
end  of  December,  1951. 

Nursing.  Aid 

At  the  request  of  District  Nurses  very  useful  help 
has  been  given  by  members  of  the  nursing  divisions  of  the 
Order  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society.  The  work  includes  simple  duties  such  as 
bedmaking,  washing  and  sitting  up  at  night  with  patients. 
O.S.J.A.B.  members  gave  1576  hours  to  this  work,  whilst 
members  of  the  B.R.O.S.  paid  1643  visits.

These  figures  show  that  26  fev\/er  cases  have  been 
assisted  in  1951  that  in  1950.  This  is  chief Iv  accounted 
for  in  the  reduction  of  maternity  cases  (by  123) .

In  response  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  appeal  to 
nake  an  ’’all  out”  effort  to  secure  the  iDiuunisat ion  of 
children  particularly  under  the  age  of  twelve  nonths,  I 
approached  all  District  Councils  and  asked  if  they  would 
consider  what  steps  could  bo  taken  to  conduct  a propaganda 
car.ipaign  in  the  area  by  naking  use  of  natcrial  such  as 
newspaper  advertisonent s , cinona  slides,  display  posters, 
etc,  offered  by  the  Central  Office  of  Information  of  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education.  I an  glad  to  say 
that  much  use  was  nade  of  those  facilities  particularly  the 
press  advertisenents . Ciner.ia  slides  were  shown  in  eleven 
districts  and  all  areas  nade  r.iuch  use  of  the  distribution 
of  leaflets  to  parents.  Health  Visitors  also  did  nuch  to 
nake  known  the  facilities  available  for  the  innunisation  of 
children . 


During  the  year  considerable  activity  was  shown  by 
the  District  Councils  in  getting  children  attending  school 
protected  further  against  Diphtheria  b^?-  giving  reinforcing 
or  ’’booster”  doses.  11,988  children  were  dealt  with  as 
conpared  v/ith  5,973  in  the  previous  year.

A number  of  these  cases,  the  majority  of  which  occurred  in 
August,  September  and  October,  viz.  24,  were  connected  with 
the  same  source  which  was  probably  confectionery. 

The  increase  in  the  notification  of  these  diseases 
was  not  confined  to  this  County  since  over  the  whole  country 
there  was  an  increase  from  1950  with' 654  cases  to  1438  in  1951. 
This  County  also  shared  in  a country-wide  increase  in  pneumonia 
and  dysentery,  whooping  cough  and  measles. 


Influenza 


With  regard  to  influenza,  the  incidence  in  Hampshire 
was  not  so  groat  or  of  such  a severe  type  as  elsewhere,  the 
chief  fatCvlltios  being  aiaongst  the  elderly. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis 

There  was  a distinct  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  which  again  was  the  experience 
elsev^/here . 


Hood  Poisoning 

No  large  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  occurred. 


Ophthalmia  Neonatorum

Airing  the  yoer  32  patients  wore  supplied  with 
shelters,  beds  and  bedding  at  the  request  of  Chest  Physicians, 
and  no  applications  were  refused.  One  patient  was  supplied 
with  a shelter  only,  24  were  supplied  ’vvith  bedding  only,  and 
the  renaining  7 received  shelter  and  bedding.  ^'^rticles  of 
bedding  supplied  consisted  of  22  bods,  77  blankets,  26 
mattresses,  42  pillows,  86  pillow  cases  and  105  sheets. 

(One  patient,  a school  teacher,  was  also  loaned  two  books  on 
technical  subjects) , 

Extra  Nourishnont 

Chest  Physicians  recommended  13  patients  for  Extra 
Nourishment,  all  for  milk  except  one  which  was  for  eggs  and 
milk.  Of  these  three  cases  wore  accepted  and  ten  refused. 

Of  the  cases  refused  five  were  in  receipt  of  incomes  in 
excess  of  the  County  Scale,  four  were  in  receipt  of  Na.tional 
assistance  at  the  Special  rate  and  also  exceeded  the  scale, 
and  in  one  case  the  patient  failed  to  return  the  assessment 
form  and  nothing  more  was  hoard  from  him.  Ton  cases  were 
in  receipt  of  extra  nourishment  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  increase  in  the  number  of  patient  journeys  shown 
as  made  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service  is  partly  fictitious, 
resulting  from  the  Ministry’s  decision  that  as  from  October 
each  journey  made  by  a-patient  to  or  from  hospital  should 
count  as  a separate  journey;  it  is  however  partly  a real 
increase  due  to  the  Committee's  decision,  in  November  to 
transfer  as  much  sitting-case  v;ork  as  possible  to  the  Hospital 
Car  Service.  The  number  of  ambulance  journeys  is  also 
swelled  by  the  new  method  of  computation,  though  to  a less 
extent  than  in  the  case  of  the  Hospital  Car  Service;  the 
number  of  calls  reached  a peak  in  August  and  thereafter  fell 
steadily.  Hospital  out-patient  work  remains  the  main  work 
of  the  Service.  • 

The  use  of  rail  transport  has  been  continued  for 
patients  travelling  long  distances  and  230  patients  travelled 
approximately  22,000  miles  during  the  year.  The  success  of 
this  means  of  transport  is  duo  to  the  continued  help  and 
co-operation  of  the  staff  of  the  British  Railways  and  members 
of  -the  St.  John  Ambulance -Brigade  and  British  Red  Cross 
Society  v^/ho  have  provided  voluntary  attendants. 

Organisation 

The  experiment  carried  out  in  the  North  Eastern  area 
of  the  County  during  1950  proved  very  successful  and  it  was 
agreed  that  a scheme  of  re-organisation  of  the  service  on  the 
same  linos  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
approval.  This  was  as  follows  :

The  rc -organised  scherao,  with  the  exception  of 
Basingstoke,  has  been  in  operation  in  the  North  Eastern  area 
since  i^-ugust,  1950,  and  in  October,  1951,  Basingstoke  was 
included.

All  are 
Bedford  Lever  a;.mbulances.  A Bedford  "Utilecon”  has  also 
been  ordered  to  replace  an  outworn  sitting-case  car:  the 
"Utilecon"  is  a five-soater  sitting-case  ca.r  capable  of 
quick  conversion  to  take  a.  stretcher.

No  now  stations  v/oro  built  or  major  improvements 
carried  out  during  the  year,  though  a decision  was  reached 
to  build  a nev;  station  at  G-osport  and  to  convert  premises  at 
Lymington . 


Staff 


The  number  of  whole- time  staff  has  been  kept  to  the 
minimum  necessary  to  give  reasonable  assurance  of  providing 
an  attendant  when  required.  Members  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  have 
continued  to  act  as  voluntary  attendants  on  County  ambulances 
in  many  parts  of  the  County.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to 
encourage  more  to  do  this  work. 

Excellent  liaison  with  the  Order  of  St.  John  iinbulance 
Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  been  maintained 
and  these  organisations  continue  to  run  their  ambulances  as 
part  of  the  County  Service  although  it-  is  likelj/^  that  by  the 
end  of  1952  the  Service  will  be  run  entirely  by  the  County 
Council . 


The  continued  help  given  by  the  County  Police  and 
Eire  Service  in  accepting  calls  when  the  anbulonce  stations 
are  left  unmanned  has  greatly  assisted  the  service. 

Hospital  Car  Service- 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  organised  by  Mrs,  Larninie 
has  continued  to  play  an  extremely  useful  part  in  the  service 
by  transporting  patients  to  and  from  Clinics.  Hospitals  and 
Convalescent  Homes, 


HEALTH  CONTROL  OF  AIRPORTS 
Blackhushe  Airport 

In  previous  reports  I haA^'e  detailed  the  Health 
Control  Unit  arrangements  at  this  airport,  for  which  the 
County  Council,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
assumed  responsibility  in  May  1947.  The  work  of  the  three 
medical  receptionists  was  taken  over  by  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Customs  Office  during  1950,  No  change  has  occurred 
during  1951,  the  airport  being  mainly  used  by  charter  planes. 


PREYMTION,  CxiRE  AND  AFTER-CixRE 


Section  38  - National  Health  Service  Act , 1946  - Holiday  Homes 

During  1951,  55  (37)  mdults  and  35  (28)  Children 
under  school  age  were  admitted  to  Holiday  Homes  for  which  the 
County  Council  was  responsible  for  their  maintenance.  In 
the  majority  of  cases  small  contributions  were  received  from 
the  patient,  or  in  the  case  of  children  under  school  age, 
from  the  parent.

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Modi  cal  Coniforts  and  Loan  Do-pots 

The  nodical  confort  and  loan  depots  established  by 
the  Order  of  St,  John  ii^abulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Rod 
Cross  Society  continued,  additional  depots  being  established 
to  ensure  th  far  as  possible,  tho  County  area,  is 

covered.  During  the  year  1951,  28  nodical  confort  depots 
v/oro  run  by  tho  O.S.Jni..B.,  1411  articles  being  issued.  The 
B.R.C.S.  has  94  nodical  loan  depots,  6663  articles  being 
issued  during  tho  year. 

Care-  and  .t^fter-Caro  Connittees 

I ar.i  particularly  pleased  to  report  that  during  the 
year,  nainly  due  to  the  personal  efforts  of  the  Lady  Manners, 
a Voluntary  Tuberculosis  Caro  Coniuitteo  was  established  for 
Christchurch,  Lynington  and  District.  The  work  of  the 
Connittoc,  apart  fron  being  oxtrenely  successful  in  giving 
help  to  patients  and  their  fanilies,  has  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  further  care  coiKiittoes  being  considered  and  to 
date  two  ConrnLttees,  New  Forest,  Totton  ruid  District,  and 
Eastleigh  District,  o.re  working,  the  ostablishnent  of  others 
being  well  in  hcind . 


HIMLTH  CENTRES 


Work  on  tho  selection  of  sites  for  health  centres 
under  Section  21  of  the  National  Health  Service  i^-ct,  1946, 
was  considerably  advanced  during  tho  year  and  it  was  possible 
to  include  in  the  dovelopneat  plans  prepared  by  the  County 
Planning  Cfficer  many  of  the  sites  selected.  The  present 
position  is  that  sites  for  main  or  sub-centres  have  been 
selected  as  follows

i>-dnini  strati  on 

The  Mental  Health  Services  under  Sections  28  and  51 
of  the  National  Health  Service  l>ct  are  administered  on  behalf 
of  the  Local  Health  ^luthority  by  the  Mental  Health  Sub- 
committee of  the  Health  Connittee,  to  whom  is  referred  the 
detailed  administration  of  the  Mental  Health  Services. 

The  Sub -Committee , which  meets  two-monthly,  consists 
of  fifteen  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  five  co-opted 
members. 

Staff 

My  report  of  1948  dealt  fully  with  staff,  but  a^ 
considerable  alterations  have  recently  been  made,  the  revised 
staff  arrangements  are  set  out  in  some  detail. 

( a ) Med i ca 1 Staff: 

County  Medical  Officer  (5/o  of  time)

The  Senior  .^.ssistant  County  Medical  Officer  has 
continued  to  be  responsible  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for 
the  Mental  Health  Sar''ylces.  He  is  assisted  by  part-time 
services  of  those  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  who  are 
approved  Medical  Officers  under  the  Education  xict,  and  by 
Medical  Practitioners  for  petition  work.  The  whole-time 
officers  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  continued  to  bo 
available  for  consultation  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  ^^cts. 

(b)  Non-Medical  Professional  Staff: 

One  Senior  Mental  Health  Social  V/orkcr  and 
Chief  Petitioning  Officer  (female) 

One  Doput3^  Petitioning  Officer  and  Mental  Health  S.W. 

One  Social  Worker  (female)  (female) 

Equivalent  of  two  Area  Duly  Authorised  Officers 
distributed  among  eight  Area  Welfare 
Officers  (two  female,  six  male) 

In  addition  the  services  of  a variable  number 
(77  at  the  end  of  the  year)  of  female  and  male 
Voluntary  Visitors,  members  of  the  Hampshire 
Voluntary  iissociation  for  Mental  Welfare,  are 
also  utilised  to  an  extent  governed  by  the  time 
the  volunteer  can  give  to  the  work  and  the  area 
he  or  she  can  cover. 

The  Chief  Petitioning  Officer  retired  during  the  year 
and  "it  was  considered  desirable  to  combine  her  duties  with 
those  of  the  Senior  Mental  Health  Socia.1  Worker.  a Deputy 
Petitioning  Officer,  acting  also  as  Mental  Health  Social 
V/orker,  v/as  appointed. 

Occupation  Centre  Staff: 

There  are  four  Supervisors,  four  Assistant  Supervisors, 
one  Assistant,  and  three  cook-helpers.  The  Mental  Health 
Social  Worker,  who  also  acts  as  Deputy  Petitioning  Officer, 
supervises  the  Occupation  Centre  training. 

Clerical  Staff:

Co-ordination  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards 

The  Medical  Officers  of  the  hospitals  for  the 
nentally  defective  and  for  the  iientally  ill,  act  as 
consultants  when  necessary.  Cases  are  referred  to  the 
Out-Patient  Clinics  established  throughout  the  County,  as 
mentioned  in  the  account  given  of  v^/ork  undertaken  in  the 
coimunity . 


The  supervision  of  patients  on  licence  from  the 
hospitals  for  iiental  defectives  within  the  County  is  undertaken 
by  the  Coideas t and  Tatchbury  I'lount  Croup  Hospital  Management 
Cor.iLiittee’s  Social  ’<Vorker;  cases  on  licence  in  the  County 
from  hospitals  outside  the  County  are  supervised,  by  arrangement, 
by  Officers  of  this  Authority  V'/ho  are  also  available  for  any 
other  enquiries  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  concerned.  The 
medical  certificates  and  reports  required  when  the  Orders  are 
to  be  renewed  are  provided  as  requested  by  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department.  Patients  on  triad  from,  or  out-patients 
attending,  the  mental  hospitals  are  supervised  by  the  social 
worker  of  the  hospital  who  already  knows  the  patient  and  is  in 
a bettor  position  to  be  of  help  than  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department . 

Similarly,  the  after-care  of  ex-service  personnel 
has  been  undertaken  by  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  Management 
Coimittee  of  the  appropriate  mental  hospital.  Soldiers 
discharged  from  the  ^'>-rmy  on  psychiatric  grounds  are  visited 
by  an  Area  Welfare  Officer  who  can  refer  cases  if  necessary 
to  a psychiatrist. 

Duties  Delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations 

Ho  du'cics  have  been  delegated  to  Voluntary 
Associations  but  the  services  of  visitors  of  the  Hampshire 
Voluntary  j:i.sso ciat ion  for  Mental  V/elfr.re  are  used  in  connexion 
with  the  periodical  visiting  of  mental  defectives.  A grant 
is  made  to  the  Association;  the  secretarial  duties  are 
undertaken  by  the  senior  clerk.  The  .Brighton  Guardianship 
Society  has  been  helpful  in  finding  suitable  .guardians  and  at 
present  there  are  8 cases  so  pla.ced.  The  services  of  the 
National  Association  for  Mental  Health  have  been  used  on 
occasion  in  securing  holidays  and  in  advising  on  general 
natters . 

COUNT  OF  WORK  UND:i:RT..KEN  in  the  COMmilTY 

I . Under  Section  28,  National  Health  Service  ixct,  1946 . 

Prevention,  Care  and  AfterCUare . 

An  account  was  given  in  my  report  for  1950  of 
alterations  made  in  the  original  scheme.  Experience  has 
shown  that  the  work  performed  by  the  Area  Welfare  Officers 
under  the  scheme  has  been  so  closely  linked  with  their 
general  v^ork  as  xi-rea  Welfa,re  Officers  that,  both  from  the 
practical  and  statistical  aspects,  the  cases  referred  for 
help  under  the  scheme  can  bo  looked  upon  as  cases  which 
should  normally  cone  within  the  ®cope  of  their  general  work 
directed  as  it  is  to  the  prevention  of  all  physical  and 
mental  breakdown.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  abandon  the 
statistical  return  as  from  March  and  to  dovetail  the  scheme 
in  with  their  general  duties.  The  work  includes  assistance 
in  dealing  v^/ith  enploynent,  marital,  domestic  and  housing 
problems,  the  solution  of  Yfhlch  is  without  doubt  conducive 
to  the  prevention  of  mental  illness. 
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1 1 , Under  the  Lunney  nn  d_  Mental  T r e a tne  n t Acts,  1890-1930 
by  ^)uly  Authorised  Officers 

The  eight  iirea  Welfare  Officers  augrientcd  in 
energency  by  the  two  Headquarter’s  Officers  who  are  also 
designated  as  reserve  ’’x^-uthorisod  Officers",  carried  out  the 
work  set  out  in  the  table  below.  With  the  alterations 
referred  to  under  "Staff"  it  is  considered  that  the  time  of 
the  Area  Welfare  Officers  apportioned  to  duties  as  Duly 
iiuthorised  Officers  is,  on  the  average,  24  per  cent. 

As  Duly  Authorised  Officers  their  work  includes: 

1.  Obtaining  Orders  for,  and  renoval  of,  certified  cases 
to  nental  hospitals  under  Lunacy  Acts. 

2.  Renoval  of  uncertified  cases  to  other  hospitals  for 
"observation"  under  3-day  Orders  under  Lunacy  Act, 

1890,  Section  20. 

3.  Assisting  in  adnission  of  voluntary  or  of  temporary 
patients  to  nental  hospitals,  under  the  Mental 
Treatnont  Act,  1930. 

Each  officer  is  primarily  responsible  for  a 
particular  area  of  the  County;  special  arrangements  are  made, 
hov\/ever,  for  holiday  periods  and  week-ends. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  from  time  to 
time  in  obtaining  adnission  to  mental  hospitals.  Duly 
Authorised  Officers  have  commented  on  the  tendency  for  many 
old  people,  at  the  request  of  relatives  end  general 
practitioners,  to  be  admitted  to  mental  hospitals  when  there 
is  no  vacancy  in  suitable  chronic  sick  accommodationo  Many 
people,  as  a result  of  physiological  changes  in  later  life, 
show  Tiinor  degrees  of  abnormnlitjT-  in  behaviour,  poor  memory, 
lack  of  attention  to  personal  detail  and  untidiness  of  the 
home.  They  require  only  supervision  and  kindly  care.  Some 
form  of  special  accoiimoda.tion  for  a period  of  observation  is 
needed  for  these  people  v/ithout  the  necessity  for  certification.

(l)  Ascertainment,  including  number  of  defectives  awaiting 

vacancies  in  institutions  at  the  end  of  the  year 

As  regards  ascertairuaent , the  two  chief  sources  of 
referral  are  the  Education  Authority  (in  regard  to  children 
aged  2 to  16),  and  the  Health  Visiting  Service  (in  connection 
with  children  under  the  age  of  2),  but  some  cases  have  been 
referred  for  ascertainment  by  relatives,  general  medical 
practitioners,  employers  and  employment  agencies,  hospitals. 
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voluntary  societies,  etc.  All  ascertainnent , except  for  a 
cases  ascertained  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board’s 
Consultants,  has  boon  carried  out  by  the  nodical  staff  of  the 
Departnent.  All  the  nodical  officers  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Education  for  the  ascertainnent  of  educationally  subnornal 
children  have  also  been  designated  by  the  Health  Comitteo  as 
Certifying  Officers  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

Seventy-two  nev;  cases  -of  nental  deficiency  within 
the  neaning  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  have  been  ascertained 
in  the  year.  Of  these,  7 were  provided  with  institutional 
care  and/or  training,  and  27  were  placed  under  supervision. 

The  remaining  38,  although  found  mentally  deficient,  were  not 
at  present  considered  ’’Subject  to  be  dealt  with”,  and  are 
visited  not  less  often  than  annually. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  total  of  802  nental 
defectives  outside  Institutions  included  73  awaiting  admission 
to  a training  institution,  439  under  supervision  only,  40  under 
guardianship,  and  250  under  voluntary  supervision. 


The  two  Hampshire  colonies  now  have  to  serve  a wider 
area  within  the  Region;  on  the  other  hand,  the  catchment  area 
for  the  Mental  Deficiency  Institutions  of  the  South  West 
Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  been  revised,  the 
new  arrangements  for  allocation  of  beds  for  Hampshire  cases 
being  as  follows

The  number  of  visits  by  Social  Workers  during  the 
year  was  about  the  average  of  quarterly  visiting  in  the  case 
of  guardianship  cases.  This  work  has  been  undertaken  by  a. 
Headquarter’s  Social  Worker.  Visiting  of  the  supervision 
cases  could  be  considered  satisfactory  as  the  total  nuiaber  of 
visits  during  the  year  v;a.s  that  needed  if  every  defective 
under  supervision  wore  visited  once  a quarter  only. 


(2)  Occupation  and  Training  outside  the  hone  or  Institution 
Opunty  Oouncil  Occupation  Centres 

Under  Section  7(2) (i)  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act, 
1927,  the  Local  Authority  has  a duty  to  provide  suitable  work 
or  occupation  for  defectives  who  arc  under  supervision  or 
guardianship  or  who  have  boon  sent  to  a Certified  Institution. 

The  four  County  Council  Occupation  Centres  at 
Aldershot,  Christchurch,  Gosport  and  Winchester  continued  to 
function  throughout  the  year.  Towards  the  close  of  it, 
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consideration  was  bGing  given  to  a fifth  at  Basingstoke.  In 
addition,  a nunhcr  of  pupils  attenrl  out-County  Centres  at 
Southanpton  (s),  Portsnouth  (3),  Salisbury  (2)  and  Coldeast  (6). 
Attendance  is  not  conpulsory  but  one  of  the  Social  'Worker's 
nain  duties  is  to  encourage  a parent  to  allow  the  defective 
to  attend.

There  is  little  doubt  that  transport  difficulties 
provide  the  greatest  obstacle  to  increased  attendance.  The 
existing  Centres  serve  wide  areas  and  s’urrounding  towns  have 
as  yet  little  provision,  e.g.  Andover,  Peter sfi eld  and  Ronsey. 
Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  a.rrangenGnt s v;ore  nade  for  a 
private  conveyance  to  take  a group  of  defectives  in  the 
Eastleigh  area  to  the  ’Jinchester  Occupation  Centre  at 
considerable  saving  in  cost. 

It  is  in  the  provision  of  such  Centres  that  the  County 
Council  can  do  what  is  perhaps  its  most  constructive  work  in 
mental  deficiency.  These  ’’ineducable”  children  are  incapable 
of  learning  the  school  .arts  but  they  are  still  trainable.  They 
are  capable  of  following  simple  instructions  and  of  forming 
simple  habits.  ihi  important  duty  of  those  responsible  for 
their  training  js  to  help  than  to  develop  personal  hygiene. 

Their  capabilities  differ  and  the  variation  is  reflected  in 
their  response  to  the  many  subjects  of  the  curriculma.  Some 
respond  with  interest  to  music,  some  prefer  craft-work,  some 
delight  in  rhythmic  movement.  Some  are  capable  of  simple 
tasks  which  may  be  of  help  to  their  homes.  Some  nay  contribute 
towards  their  upkeep . 

A close  link  is  maintained  betv;een  the  Centres  and 
the  hones.  The  co-opioration  of  the  i^arent  is  secured  by 
meeting  the  Super'^isor  and  by  having  ’’Parents  Bays”  when 
demonstrations  of  speech,  movement  and  music  are  given  and  the 
cl^ildren’s  Y^ork  is  on  display.  Parties  are  hold  at  the  end 
of  term  and  at  Christmas  and  are  attended  by  relatives  and 
others.  In  these  ways  the  interest  of  the. parent  can  be 
aroused  and  ideas  inculcated  in  their  minds  regarding  the 
domestic  training  of  the  child. 
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The  following  nccoimt  hfis  boon  proporod  by  the 
Supervisor  of  Occupation  Centres  and  gives  in  sone  detail  a 
picture  of  the  v/ork,  of  the  shortconings  and  of  the 
difficulties  which  arise 

"In  all  the  Centres  training  is  given  in  general 
hygiene  e.nd  good  personal  habits.  .■  In  three  of  the 
Centres  the  nidday  neal  is  .cooked  in  the  premises;  the 
older  pupils  help  in  the  preparation  of  the  vegetables 
and  have  simple  cooking  lessons  by  watching  the  cook 
each  day.  All  the  children  help  with  the  laying  of 
tables,  arranging  of  flowers,  cleoj7ing  away  and  washing 
up . 


Curing  the  past  year,  the  Centres  have  concentrated 
to  a great  extent  on  rhythmic  work,  percussion  band  and 
speech  training  through  rhymes  and  songs.  In  one  Centre, 
there  is  a small  but  enthusiastic  team  of  country  dancers. 
In  another,  the  junior  band  has  made  great  strides;  one 
little  girl  made  her  first  efforts  o.t  speech  when  wanting 
particularly  to  play  a drum.  ^rom  that  beginning,  she 
has  learned  to  say  many  words  quite  clearly  ond  can  nov\/ 
count  up  to  five  with  sone  understanding  of  that  number. 

Eleven  months  ago  a little  girl  started  to  attend 
one  Centre;  she  had  always  been  carried  about  or  pushed 
in  a chair  and  had  never  stood  alone.  After  seven  months 
she  started  to  stand  alone  and  to  take  her  place  in  the 
morning  and  evening  assemb3.y.  After  eleven  months,  she 
was  able  to  got  up  from  a sitting  position  and  to  vyalk 
unaided  and  she  is  struggling  hard  to  join  in  marching 
and  dancing.  The  mother  is,  of  coui'’ce,  overjoyed  and  now 
brings  her  each  day  instead  of  only  three  tines  a week. 

The  tension  in  the  family  has  been  removed  and  the  father, 
who  for  years  has  been  difficult  and  unsympathetic  to  the 
mother^  s problem,  is  no?/  anxious  to  knov/  all  he  can  about 
the  v/ork  of  the  Centre  and  to  help. 

Another  small  boy,  after  tv/o  months  of  restless 
wandering  and  whimpering,  has  nov;  settled  down  to  a happy, 
purposeful  life.  He  is  now  building  ?/ith  bricks  instead 
of  throv/ing  then  all  over  the  room.  He  no?/  v/ashes  the 
milk  bottles  and  uses  the  sense  training  apparatus  with 
interest  avid  concentration. 

At  one  Centre  the  a.ftornoon  period  on  Friday  is  given 
over  to  games.  The  elder  pupils  play  a very  good  game  of 
rounders  in  the  hall  - without  breaking  any  windov/s  - 
keeping  the  rules  and  fully  entering  into  the  fun. 

The  pupils  of  the  V/inchester  Centre  are  taken  out  for 
walks  whenever  possible.  They  climb  the  steps  on  to 
St.  Giles’s  Hill  or  ?/alk  along  by  the  River  Itchen  looking 
for  trout  or  watching  the  swans.  These  nature  v/alks  have 
proved  invaluable.  The  pupils  are  becoming  quite 
observant  and  are  anxious  to  talk  of  their  experiences 
while  out.  The  V/inchester  Centre  is  also  fortunate  in 
that  the  Council  has  rented  the  house  adjoining  the  hall. 
The  house  is  kept  clean  by  the  older  girls  and  the  two 
bright  downstairs  rooms  are  used  as  classroom  giving  more 
space  in  the  hall  for  physical  training  and  dancing. 
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Each  Centre  is  fortunate  in  having  a helx^ful 
Voluntrny  Comitt oe  who  arrange  parties  and  outings  and 
whoso  nonbors  visit  the  Centre  regulvorly.  In  three  of 
the  Centres,  the  Parents  Association  noct  each  torn  and 
take  a lively  interest  in  all  that  goes  on.  Questions 
are  invited  o.bout  hone  training  and  offers  of  help 
given. 

Arrangenonts  for  transport  are  pieconeal.  The 
pupils  travel  into  the  various  Centres  fron  all 
directions.  They  use  the  ’buses  or  trains.  Sone  are 
able  to  travel  alone,  but  where  necessary  an  escort  is 
provided  to  bring  in  a group  of  children.  One  girl  has 
to  walk  a nile  to  the  station  to  catch  the  train  to 
Christchurch  and  she  is  net  there  by  an  escort,  but  she 
is  becoiiing  nore  confident  and  before  long  it  would  seen 
that  she  would  be  able  to  do  .the  whole  journey 
unacconpanied . The  staff  of  the  various  ’bus  Conpanies 
are  nost  helpful  and  do  nuch  to  nake  the  travelling  easier. 
One  epileptic  nan  travels  regularly  to  V/in Chester.  He 
has  had  attacks  on  the  ’bus  but  he  has  attended  the  next 
day;  the  conductors  have  been  nost  kind. 

ns  the  Centres  me  a.11  hold  in  rented  halls,  there 
are,  of  course,  nany  difficulties.  The  Supervisors  have 
all  the  worry  of  putting  everything  away  each  night  and 
getting  it  out  next  noming.  They  ha.ve  to  cope  vi/ith 
the  difficulties  of  cold  halls  and  unswept  floors,  of 
Youth  Clubs,  and  whist  drives  and  dances,  of  flower  shows 
and  ra.bbit  shows,  but  in  spite  of  all  the  difficulties, 
the  work  of  training  those  low  grade  defective  pupils 
goes  on  quietly  and  unobtrusively  - appreciated  by  the 
defectives  thenselves,  but  probably  appreciated  oven  nore 
by  the  parents  who  find  in  the  Supervisor  an  understanding 
friend,  and  in  the  Centro  a happy,  helpful  onvironi.iont 
for  their  children.’’
